not the Pacific. The frontiers of 
the United States are Germany, 
and Turkey, and Palestine, and 
Australia and Japan, and Africa, 
and the ends of the earth. We 
have an opportunity im this day 
and time as Americans to show 
the world what a Christian na- 
tion can be like, and do like, and 
act like. Here is a challenge for 
us to show selflessness as opposed 
to selfishness, civilization as 
opposed to savagery, religion as 
opposed to atheism. 

If you read history very care- 
fully, you will find definitely that 
no great nation has ever fully, 


finally fallen, from the outside. 
HM has always been the termites 
on the inside that brought on, 
and wrought out the destruction 
of great nations. That was true 
of Greese, Egypt, Persia, Rome, 
Spain, France of the grand 
monarchs, and even of Germany 


and Japan in our day and time. 
I am sorely afraid that the United 
States of America is not taking 
its hint, is not reading this bitter 
lesson. 


_America was discovered by 
religious people. Columbus, as you 
recall, knelt in prayer and dedi- 
cated America, his new discovery, 
taking possession of it, hear me 
now, in the name of God first, 
then in the name of the king and 
queen of Spain. America was 
originally settled by religious 
people. Those who came to its 
welcoming shores at the begin- 
ning of our national history came 
in order to find religious freedom. 
The United States of America has 
grown faster than any other 
country in all the history of the 
world, even the land of the Jews 
under Saul, and David, and Solo- 
mon. Turn the pages of men’s 
activities as far as they have 
been recorded (and we have traces 
at least as far back as four 
thousand years before Christ, in 
archaeological] discoveries), and 
you will find that I am justified 
in saying this to you. Never and 
nowhere has there been a nation, 
which has risen in such a short 
time to such colossal, titanic pro- 


portions as has this beloved 
country of ours. 

Now why is this so? Why 
should America have prospered 


so greatly? Is-it because of its 
natural resources? No! There are 
other lands that have natural 
resources comparable to what we 
have. Is it because Americans are 
an unusual breed of people? Of 
eourse not. There are Germans, 
and Britishers, and Irish, and 
Scotch, and Polish, and Russians, 
and Jews, and French, and 
Spaniards, and Scandinovians, 
and on and on—-The same people 
who inhabit the old world came 
and are coming to the United 
States of America, Unquestion- 
ably and undoubtedly, without 
the slightest hesitation I say to 
you that the reason, the primary, 
the fundamental, the basic reason 
for the growth of this our glorious 
land is that it was destined, and 
is destined (oh, may we live up 
to our destiny!) by God as the 
blueprint for the rest of the world

of what Christianity could do and 
would do under proper circum- 
stances. 

Now what has happened? We 
have succumbed to pagan 
ideology. We have succumbed to 
idolatrous suggestions. We have 
succumbed to man-made schemes. 
Oh, there were times .when we 
told ourselves that we could spend 
ourselves prosperous. There were 
other times when we were told 
flatly that we could drink our- 
selves out of debt. We were lea on 
to plow under and destroy the 
merciful bounties and blessings of 
God Almighty. It just will not 
work. It is not God’s way! 

So with that as a background 
and I have taken too long, I am 
afraid. on ‘the § introduction I 
want us to think about five fives. 


Five Ways in Which America 
Is the Greatest Nation 
in the World 

First, I call your attention to 
five ways in which America is the 
greatest nation in the world. 
Again I refer you to the fact that 
as no other nation has been, it 
was discoverec by religious peo- 
ple. It was discovered by people 
who believe God, who trusted the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who majored 
‘all their lives on, and méasured 
them by the blessed Word of God. 
Other countries were won by 
conquest. Other countries were 
won by aggression. The United 
States of America was utterly 
and entirely different. It was 
founded on religious. principles. 
Why, the basis for the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of 
America and the Declaration of, 
Independence before that, as well 
as the constitutions of the various 
states, was, and is the Bible. The 
laws, the regulations of our great 
land, are founded on _ religious 
pronouncement. Take away the re- 
ligious foundations we have here 
and you haven't very much left. 

Then again, it has been favored 
much more than any other nation. 
It has been favored physically, 
mentally, morally, and, above all, 
spiritually. It is richer than any 
other land. Again and again wars 
have scourged the earth in the 
not quite 175 years of our national 
history. Our own shores, with the 
bitter exception of the Civil War, 
have been saved from the ravages 
of battle. We have had very few 
pestilential visitations such as 
scourged Europe and Asia with 
Bubonic plagues, the black 
cholera, and other devastating 
death-dealing diseases. 

We have more influence than 
any other people. There used to 
be a time when we could say, “As 
goes England, so goes the world.’ 
But it is not true any more. The 
United States is the gigantic 
Colossus across the path of every 
aggressor nation. Twice in the 
lifetime of most of us, the United 
States of America has hurled her 
men, her munitions, her money, 
her blood, her tears, her sacrifices 
to stop the aggressions of guilty, 
demon-possessed men. The United 
States of America can do more 
with Russia, with Germany, with 
any other people than all the rest 
of. the federated nations~of the 
world put together. 

The United States of America 
is the greatest nation in the 
world because it flatly is not im- 
perialistic. Regardless of what 
anybody might say, regardless of 
what you might read, regardless 
of the propoganda that might be 
pressed down your throat, 
America definitely does not want 
anybody else’s )}.operties. We do 
not want any more land. We do 
not want any more territory. We 


annex anybody’s possessions. 

Five Ways America Influ- 

ences the World 

Second may we recognize five 
ways in which America influences 
and shall continue to influence 
the world. First, our soldiers have 
gone, and are going over there. 
Now these soldiers, hear me, my 
friends—-write it down, memorize 
it, pray about it, weep over it. 
God help us to remember this 
moral! Our soldiers will either be 
missionaries or. menaces. They will 
either be blessings or curses. We 
are told officially that the United 
States military establishment has 


are not going to send our troops to | 


different countries. These troops 
are the representatives of the 
United States. If they live in sin, 
if they drink, if they gamble, if 
they are indecent, if they get into 
trouble, think what a _ terrible 
impression those lands will get 
of our nation. But if they live in 
the beauty of holiness, if the army 
chapels are filled with their 
presence, if they show the gentil- 
ity which is definitely the charac- 
teristic of our people, how much 
they can do for America and the 
world! 


The students of the world are 
coming and shall continue to come 
to our shores. Every nation is 
sending its young men, its young 
women to the colleges, to the uni- 
versies over here. Tell me, what 


will they find here? What will 
they learn about the United 
States? What will they see 

drunkenness, debauchery, incest, 
criminality ? Or will they see the 
exaltation of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, morality, the beauty of 


holiness in the lives of those who 
surround them? May God have 
mercy on the great schools of our 
land. They are making such 
terrific impacts upon the lives of 


' these malleable young people. 


Statesmen, diplomats will go 
across to every land, and will 
come’ from every land to us. What 
will they do when they go to those 
other lands? Will they spend their 
time in dancing, in gambling, in 
drinking, in lust, in adultery, or 
will they behave as Christian 
gentlemen should? That is 
another thing in which God needs 
our prayers. Financiers and sales- 
men will travel to the ends of the 


earth. Others will come to _ us. 
They will study our forms of 
government, our factories, our 
union setup, our capitalistic or- 
ganizations What shall we give 
them? Shall we give the liquor 


and lust, or shall we give them 
life and love? Shall we give them 
whisky or shall we give them the 
Word of God? 


Last of all, there is one more 
way in which America influences 
the world. Argue all you please, 
debate all you please, deny all 
you pleasé, American-made 
movies are moulding the thinking 
of the world as to what America 
is like. I am preaching to you the 
best I know how. I am not going 
to sound a negative, sour note. I 
am going to let you judge the 
kind of impression American- 
made movies have made and 
making on the world. 


Five Ways America Is Failing

the World 
There are five ways in which 
America is failing -the, world. 


There are not only five ways in 
which America influences’ the 
world, not only five ways in which 
America is the greatest nation in 
the world, but there are five ways 
in which America is failing the 
world, First, there is ingratitude 
to God, and ingratitude to our 
founding fathers. Will you agree 
with me, my beloved friends, when 
I say to you that of all the peoples 
on the vast surface of God’s green 
footstool, we ought to be the most 
grateful. By day, and by night, at 
home and abroad, the paean of 
our praise and thanksgiving ought 
to rise up to the throne of God's 
grace in a ceaseless stream, 
thanking Him, praising Him, 
giving Him the honor, the thanks- 
giving, the glory for what He has 
done for us. 


Not only ought we to feel grati- 
tude towards God but our hearts 
ought to throb with gratitude to 
our founding fathers. They es- 
tablished us on a solid foundation. 
They paid the price in tears, in 
blood, in sacrifice to build our 
nation. How are we who have 
enjoyed what they built, to whom 
life is infinitely easier than it was 
for the pioneer fathers, how are 
we adding to their great glory? 

Second, America is failing the 
world in its intemperance—in- 
temperance in money-making, in- 
temperance in money-spending, 
intemperance in pleasure, intem- 
perence in a tidal wave of corrup- 
tion, of degradation, the like of 
which this world has never seen. 
We are the richest nation on 
earth, but we are spending our 
money on a welter of iniquity that 
is erying aloud for God's

tunities. What a chance we have 
as a missionary nation, in love 
with God, dedicated to God's holy 
catise, to give of our means, to 
send our men, our women across 
the waters, missionaries of the 
cross of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
You have heard it said over this 
radio station, I am sure, not once 
but many times. John L. Mott, 
perhaps the greatest living mis- 
sionary-statesman, said more than 
a generation ago, “If we do not 
send a thousand missionaries to 
Japan, we shall have to send a 
hundred thousand bayonets.” He 
was wrong in only one thing. We 
did not have to send a hundred 
thousand bayonets; we had to 
send three million bayonets and a 
hundred thousand of our men 
died because America failed God 
and Japan, and the world in send- 
ing missionaries. 

We are failing the world by our 
indifference to the claims not only 
of God, but also of a needy world. 
Oh, God has a claim upon us! We 
owe Him everything that we are 
and have. Instead of using those 
mercies, these bounties, these 
benedictions for God, we use them 
for self and selfishness for Satin 
and sin. We hoard our wealth. 
We want riches, more riches, 
while a world is tumbling into 
ruins about us. 

Last of all, we are failing the 
world by the impotence in our 
religious activities. Oh, churches 

we have them by the multiplied 
hundreds and thousands!.We have 
seminaries, Bible schools, religious 
colleges and universities, Sunday 
schools, young people's organiza- 
tions, Youth for Christ. Oh, we 
have so many activities, but the 
impotence of them, the power- 
lessness of them, the paucity of 
the results! We are spending 
money like water. We are running 
around busier than we have ever 
been. But the impotence! Ichabod 
can be written across most of our 
activities. 

Five Ways America Can 
Succeed 

There are five ways in which 
American can succeed. First of all, 
my friends, there must be 
sobriety. There must be soberness 
~—-soberness in thinking, soberness 
in studying, soberness in under- 
standing the condition of the 
times, soberness in realizing our 
responsibilities, soberness in our 
relationship toward God, and to- 
ward our fellow men. 

Second, there must be hard 
work. It was hard work and not 
the gold; it was hard work and 
not the governmental charity; it 
was hard work and not the world- 
owes-me-a-living philosophy, that 
made America what it is. It was 
hard work that made Moody what 
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he was, and Billy Sunday, and 
Torry, and Gray. There must be 
hard work in the physical realm, 
hard work in the financial realm, 
hard work in the social activitiea, 
most of all, hard work m our 
religious duties. 


Then morality,—there must be 
a renewal of our dedication to God 
and to His Christ, a renewal of 
our understanding that righteous 
ness exalteth a nation and sin 
a reproach to any people. 

Further, there must be” com- 
passion, a concern for others, a 
blazing conviction and compassion 
that leads us to say to God, “A& 
any price, on any condition, in any 
circumstance, we will go where 
You want us to go; we will. de 
what You want us to do: we wil 
give what You want us to give.” 

There must be an old-time, Holy 
Ghost, Scriptural, spiritual, over 
all revival of religion. Now, where 
is this revival to start? The 
United Nations will not bring f. 
“The schools will not start it. Bu- 
Siness will not have it. The atomic 
bomb is not the answer. 


Five Ways America Must 
Return to the Lord 


No, there are five things we 
must do, and that is the last word. 

The revival must start with us 
Christians, right here, right now. 
We must return to the Lord's 
revelation, to the Lord’s repent- 
ance, to the Lord’s requirements. 
One church cannot do it. One 
evangelist cannot do KH. One reve 
val cannot do it. The cumvulative 
effect of mass preparation,- of 
mass preparedness, of mass 
preaching, of mass planning, of 
mass praying is the answer. 

Again there comes ringing down 
the corridor of time, the cry of 
the prophet in the long agoe 
“Come, and let us return unte the 
Lord”?

So I plead with 
you, let us return unto the Lord 
in these five ways. Let us return 
unto the Lord in penitence, im 
prayer, in personal witnessing, im 
preaching, and in praying, as we 
give ourselves, of our means to the 
glory of God to the ongoing of 
His kingdom. Oh, my prayer is as 
I close my Bible and finish, that 
God may give us the grace te 
recognize and to step out im this 
five-fold task of doing God's wifi 
that He may révive America and 
through America a lost world, 
God grant # for Christ's sake,

conduct. Ambassadors for Christ 
who implore men everywhere to 
ibe reconciled to God, those endur- 
img hardness as good soldiers, and 
ali who have taken seriously 
Christ's divine command to wit- 
meas, are too busy to be engaged 
fm things worldly and unbecoming 
—-and too anxious to please God 
to allow the questionable to marr 
@heir influence. 

We behold God’s Spirit as He 
works in different places, ang we 
eften overlook this personal wit- 
messing of the many as He is re- 
lated to this work of grace. We 
wead of the marvelous ministry of 
@haries Spurgeon, and we suppose 
*hat it was because of Spurgeon’s 
eloquence and convincing preach- 
ime that ‘thousands thronged 
Metropolitan Tabernacle for those 
thirty-eight glorious years in 
London. But this was only a part 
ef the secret. The other part of 
‘the secret was that for many 

more than three thousand 
yot the members of that great 
@hurch would each year take a 
wolemn pledge together to give 


‘themselves to the work of taking 


@hrist to the lost. The result was 
that Spurgeon never stood up to 
preach without looking into the 
faees of scores of unsaved people 
40 whom -his members had been 
witnesses, people to whom the de- 
Sige for salvation had been suffici- 
emtly aroused to draw them into 
‘the church service to get their de- 


mand satisfied. Oftentimes people 


isten to appropriate sermons and 

from the service wondering why 
tne lost do not yield under such 
preaching. But the reason is 
@vident. A sermon to the lost is 
to be the very climax of wit- 
messing done by the many, and if 
fhis witnessing has not been done 
there is not likely to be a climax, 
mo matter how earnest the appeal 
@f the preacher. A pastor cannot 
@o all the witnessing that ig to be 
done; this is physically impossible. 

Bishop Thoburn hag said: “If 
@hrist had started on the day of 
‘His baptism to preach in_ the 
vitages of India, and had con- 
@inued up to the present, visiting 


gach day one village, healing the 


k and proclaiming the gospel, 
- would still have left unvisited 
@hree thousand villages in India.” 

Phigs illustrates the impossibility 
@¢ one man-or a few men to reach 
with a testimony all who should 
‘be reached. The divine plan is for 
every Christian to be a soul win- 
mer, witnessing effectively to the 
giorious gospel as the Holy Spirit 
@iNig and endues with power. Pente- 
@ost produced the effective wit- 
messing of ali the disciples in 
Jerusalem! 

B. Do not misunderstand me to 
@ay that thig evident fact dis- 
eredits the public witnessing of 
@od’s anointed preacher. Nothing 
nwill ever take the place of preach- 
in this age of grace. Some 
id substitute book reviews and 

“phrased lectures ‘Sor the 


}pent, as it were, of your 


preaching of the Word, but it is 
eternally true: “It pleased God 
by the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that believe.” Pentecost 
produced preaching that convinced 
the multitude. brought together as 
a& result of personal witnessing. 
Peter was placed before - this 
amazed throng of people as God's 
anointed spokesman; the results 
of this public téstimony can never 
be fully measured until examined 
in the light of eternity. 

This past week, in our great 
Evangelistic Conferences in Dallas, 
I heard Dr. Perry Webb of San 
Antonio in a message that was 
nothing less than a passionate 
pleading with preachers to preach. 
I have never yet heard such an 
indictment against the “pious 
piddling” that he described as, 
“Little preacherettes preaching 
little sermonettes to little Chris- 
tianettes.” I never heard such a 
challenge for the God-called 
preachers of this hour to be 
“Cavaliers of the cross and 
Knights of the King.” In _ this 
burning message that fired the 
preachers of Texas ag I have never 
seen them fired, Dr. Webb told of 
three persons who went to church 
for help. One was a business man, 
So perplexed by business failures 
that he was contemplating suicide; 
another was a young man fast 
becoming a slave to drink; the 
third was a woman who had ieft 
the road of purity to travel the 
scarlet patn. Each of these hoped 
to find at church strength to lift 
them from the roads that were 
fast carrying them to ruin. Dr. 
Webb describeq the choir as sing- 
ing nothing but anthems, that went 
as he said from G to G-Whizz; a 
soloist exhibited the fine qualities 
of her voice in an arrangement 
having to do with a pilgrim going 
home, and the audience was glad 
when the solo was over and the 
pilgrim had landed; the minister 
addressed an eloquent prayer to 
the audience; then he preached on 
the subject: “Is Mars Inhabited?” 
The ‘business man went out to 
commit suicide; the young man 
went deeper im drink; the young 
woman went back to her life of 
shame. 


C. I say that one product of 
Pentecost was preaching that con- 
vinced men and pointed men to 
the source of help. Note some of 
the characteristics of the sermon. 

1. For one thing, Peter’s sermon 
was pointed and plain and positive. 
Peter didn’t adorn his’ glasses, 
scrutinize the audience, and then 
Season hig speech to tickle the 
fancy of a gullible crowd. He did 
not follow the pattern of § the 
modernistic preacher who had 
never preached against sin or 
judgment but to please the more 
conservative element in the church 
decided to mention these obnoxious 
subjects in a certain sermon. In 
an apologetic tone, he said: “Re- 
sins, if 
you have any, or you will go to 
Hell) maybe.” Like Nathan, who 
said to David, “Thou art the man,” 
Peter plainly and pointedly said to 
those gathered in Jerysalem: “Him 
ye have taken and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain.” 
God grant that the preachers of 
America will follow the pattern 
of preaching established at Pente- 
cost! Paul said: “For if the 
trumpet give an uncertain sound, 
who shall prepare himself to the 
battle? So likewise ye, except ye 
utter by the tongue words easy to 
be understood, how shall it be 
known what is spoken? for ye 
shall speak into air’ (I Cor. 14:8, 
9). There are too many trumpets 
sounding in Zion with uncertain 
sounds; many of them sound more 
like a flute making a sound that 
is trembling and almost apologetic. 

Two men went out from a ser- 
vice, and one said to the other: 
“Did you get what the pastor was 
talking about this morning?” The 
other replied: “No, he never did 
say.” 

The preaching which was a 
product of Pentecost was preach- 
ing that could be understood, 
preaching that wag positive and 
preaching that was pointed. Peter 
on that day was not a calm ex- 
positor of truth, but flaming 
advocate of truth. 

2. Another characteristic of this 
preaching .was that it was Biblical 
and therefore authoritative. The 
sermon at Pentecost was not a 


review of the most recent book, 
nor the cold stones of philosophy, 
nor the latest findings of science, 
nor a polished essay demonstrating 
Peter's ability to use beautiful 
phrases and well chosen words. 
It was a sermon distinguished by 
keen spiritual insight. The message 
was based upon the Word of God, 
setting forth a clear-cut interpre- 
tation of the same. The meaning of 
Joel's prophecy was unfolded as 
the Spirit spoke through the 
preacher to the people; the six- 
teenth Psalm took on a new 


meaning, aS Peter explained that, 


David was writing of Christ in 
this Psalm. It was a sermon that 
gave more consideration to a 


“Thus gaith the Lord’ then to a’ 


“Thus saith the latest findings of 
science.” Surely such preaching 
ig needed today! The passion for 
broadness and liberality is one 
of the consuming passions of this 
hour. People need to be taught 
that broadrress is no guarantee of 
depth. I heard of a river in one of 
the Western states three miles 
wide and three inches deep. It 
takes a frog three seasons to 
learn to swim in it! It is not 
broadness we need in religion, but 
strict adherence to the Word of 
God. Broad and liberal preaching 
produces little conviction and 
little Christians. Dr. Webb, to 
whom we have aiready referred, 
told us of a broad and _  \liberal 
preacher who was resigning his 
pulpit. People were coming around 
bidding him farewell. One fellow 
came to him and said ‘Pastor, I 
hate to gee you go. When you 
came here I cared not for God, 
man, nor the Devil. Now I love 
ali three.” Peter’s preaching was 
Bible-centered, and therefore 
authoritative. 


3. The last characteristic of the 
preaching at Pentecost that I 
mention ig this: t# was Cnrist- 
centered. The very theme, the 
very heart, the very climax of the 
message was expressed in these 
words: ‘““Therefore let all the house 
of Israel know assuredly, that 
God hath made that same Jesus, 
whom ye have crucified, both 
Lord and Christ” (Acts 2:36). 
Others of New Testament days 
followed this pattern; they preach- 
ed Christ. Even Paul, surrounded 
by men puffed up by a smattering 
of superficial knowledge | and 
veneered with a bit of culture, did 
not find M necessary to change 
the ‘message. To these he wrote: 
“For I determined not to know 
anything among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified.” Apos- 
tolic preachers had hearts . and 
lips like Anacreon’s harp, wedded 
to one subject. Anacreon wanted 
to-sing of the sons of Astreus and 
of the mighty deeds of Hercules, 
but he could only sing of ilove. 
Peter and the other aposties had 
their preaching tied to one theme 

Christ and Him crucified. Paul 
said: “God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the 
world is crucified unto me, and I 
unto the world” (Gal. 6:14). Pente- 
cost produced Pas rah witnessing! 
Every redeemed child of God on 
that day was filled with the Spirit, 
and did speak for God as_ the 
Spirit gave him utterance. 

IL. Pentecost Produced an 

Affected Audience 

A. Behold the people of Jeru- 
salem on that day! They beheid 
and heard the outward manifesta- 
tions of the Holy Spirit, the sound 
as of a rushing mighty wind that 
filled the house, the appearance of 
cloven tongues like as of fire that 
sat upon the disciples, and the 
speaking in other languages as the 
Spirit gave utterance. The results? 
“And they were all amazed and 
marveled,” They saw this insig- 
nificant group of no-bodies, once 
cowards but now as bold as lions, 
giving glowing testimonies to the 
power of God, and they .were 
astounded. They heard the mighty 
message by Peter, made effective 
by the Holy Spirit, and they were 
pricked in their hearts and made 


to cry: “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” What a day! Cold 
‘intellectuals, always skeptical, 


toward things spiritual, were awed. 
Cultured moralists, eyer feeling 
secure in rags of self-righteous- 
ness, were made to tremble. Hard- 
ened sinners, whose hearts were 
black as the darkness of mid- 
night, were pricked in_ their 
hearts. The Holy Spirit worked 
through the clear channels of the 
surrendered one hundred. and 
twenty, ang stirred Jerusalem as 


it had never been stirred before. 

B. We need, we desperately 
need, such a stirring today! The 
killing indifference of the multi- 
tudes to things spiritual and etern- 
al goes to make up the greatest 
danger that we face this hour. 
Millions are without God and with- 
out hope. We need above every- 
thing else a mighty awakéning 
that wil] bring this nation to its 
senses. People need ta be shocked 
out of their complacency; people 
need to realize that “the wages 
of sin is death.” But before there 
can be a mighty stirring in the 
world about us, there needs to be 
o stirring among those who name 
the name Christ. There are too 
few in dead earnest about doing 
the will of God even among us 
Christians. If you don’t believe 
this, note the number in the con- 
gregation of the righteous quick 
to choose pleasure in preference to 
personal sacrifice, popularity in 
preference to positive Christian 
living, and lives conformed to this 
world in preference to lives trans- 
formed, We say we are concerned 
about spiritual things, but our 
actions prove that we are not. 
There is something a little ironical 
about a congregation of elegantly 
dressed Christians with jewels 
galore on them, singing, 

Take my silver and my gold 

Not a mite would I withhold. 

KK is a bit amusing, if it were 
not such a serious charge, to hear 
us singing, 

Throw out the life-line, 
and then to watch us throw our- 
selves into business and pleasure 
and the affairs of this world with 
such utter abandonment that we 
never actually take time to throw 
out the line. 

Charles A. Wells said during the 
war: “We are fighting a war to 
protect religion ‘over there,’ while 
we destroy religion ‘over here’ by 
our wordly unconcern for _ § the 
spiritual values that are the 
foundations of a decent society.” 

Another has said: “In this age 
of ease and worldliness, we are in 
danger of building up a generation 


* 

of cowardly half-hearted -Chris- 
lians, people satisfied with church 
going once on Sunday morning, if 
it does not rain. We are in danger 
of prayer-meetingless churches, of 
churches afraid of obligations, of 
churches that limp when we ought 
to go forth like an army with 
banners to the conquest of the 
continents,” 

We need, I say, a mighty stir- 
ring! We need for this hour affect- 
ed audiences! Indifference even 
among those who profess to be 
friends of Christ is taking its toll 
in robbing churches of their at- 
tractiveness and their effective- 
ness. There are few who would 
openly and violently oppose the 
midweek service in any church; 
but there are multitudes in our 
churches who make this import- 
ant service weak and anemic by 
their failure to supply the rich 
blood of regular attendance and 
enthusiastic support. Iam ynaware 
of the presence of one in Tulia who 
would stand opposed to the Sun- 
day evening service; but there are 
numbers in this membership who 
make this service limp on crutches 
because of 


your failure to give 
this service your wholehearted 
support. People will agree that 
Training Unions are needed to 
give balance to our work, to aid 
in training people for miore re- 


sponsiblé tasks; but scores refuse 
to attend and many who attend 
put no real though and concern 
into making the Unions reaily 
worthwhile. Say what you will, we 
have not the affected audiences 


that we should have today. We 
need mighty stirring in Tulia’ 
The Devil as a roaring lion is 


stalking through our community, 
robbing people of decency and 
blinding them to spiritual needs 
We need First Baptist Church on 
fire for God, and people in this 
church mighty as effective wit- 
nesses to match the satanic op- 
position of this awful hour.

Their 
doctrine is’ not Christian doctrine 
and their religion is not Chris- 
tianity» any more than Moham- 
mendanism or any other heathen 
or pagan religion is Christianity. 


Hil. Modernists Are Lost Sin- 
ners, Not Christians 
Let me .remind you again that 
both Christ and the Bibles are call- 
ed the Word of God. John 1:1 says 
“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, 
the Word was God,” and refers to| 
Christ. Hebrews 4:12 says, “For 
the word of God is quick, and pow- 
erful, and sharper than any two 
edged sword - - -” and refers to| 
the Bible, the Scriptures. These | 
two, God’s revelation in the Bible 
and God’s revelation in His Son, 
are inseparably connected, If the 
Bible is not God’s revelation, then 
Christ is not God’s revelation. We 
have practically no reliable his- 
toric knowledge about Jesus Christ 
except that given in the Scripture. 
So it turns’ out that one who does 
not believe the Bible does not 
believe that Christ is the only 
begotten Son of God, does not be- 
lieve in His atoning death, and so 
cannot accept Christ with saving 
faith, A genuine modernist re- 
jects the Bible and thus rejects 
the Christ of the Bible.

The Bible abounds in proof that 
the one way of salvation for men 
is “through this man.” Peter de- 
clared, “Neither is there salvation 
in any other: for there is none oth- 
er name under heaven given 
among men whereby we must be 
saved” (Acts 4:12). It is Paul 
who wrote our text by divine in- 
Spiration that “through this man 
is preached unto you the forgive- 
ness of sins.” And it was Paul 
who wrote, “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God and 
the man Christ Jesus’’, (1 
Tim. 2:5). To this statement the 
inspired 
“God hath given to 
us eternal life, and this life is in 
his Son. He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the Son 
of God hath not life’ (I John

The Wonderful Offer of 
God: Justification 
Justification is a wonderful 
word. It means that man is de- 
clared by God as righteous as 
though he had never sinned, only 
for Jesus’ sake. It is hard to illus- 


trate from human life because hu-' 


man experience has no parallel. 
Human life offers nothing quite 
so wonderful. 

God's offer to justify every be- 
lieving sinner is better than the 


_law of Moses. Now the jaw given 


by Moses was wonderful. The 
Bible declares that the law was 
“holy, just and good.” But our 
text says that by the Lord Jesus 
all “that believe are justified from 
all things from which ye COULD 
NOT be justified by the law of 
Moses.” The law was not meat 
to give life. The law was given 
to show men the hopelessness of 
any attempt to find salvation 
apart from the Saviour God had 
provided. The law could not give 
life. Galatians 3:21 tells us, “If 


‘there had been a law given which 


could have given life, verily right- 
eousness should have been by the 
law.”” Instead, the law ministered 
condemnation. The law judged 
man and found him worthy of 
death. The law faced men with the 
fact of their sin, to force them 
to flee to Christ Jesus for refuge. 
The law is a mirror to show man 
he is covered with the rotteness 
and filth of his sin. But he cannot 
wash with this mirror. He must 
fly to the fountain of the blood 
of Christ which is able to wash 
away every stain. Paul found this 
out and wrote, “Knowing that a 
man is not justified by the works 
of the law, but by the faith of 
Jesus Christ, even we have believ- 
ed in Jesus Christ, that we might 
be justiifed by the faith of Christ, 
and not by the works of the law: 
for by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified’ (Gal 2:16). 
Blessed be God for this wonderful 
gospel! 

The offer of God to justify be- 


lieving sinners is greater than any 
human pardon. The value of a 
pardon depends upon the authori- 
ty of him who gives it. Our text 
proves that God’s pardon is given 
by the Lord Jesus Christ, 


You must read the book of He- 
brews to let the supreme excel- 
lency of Jesus Christ flood your 
soul, This wonderful book proves 
that Christ is better than Moses, 
better than Joshua, or better than 
Aaron. He is better than prophets, 
priests, or angels. Therefore, the 
pardon that He offers is as much 
better than any human pardon as 
Heaven is higher than the earth, 
It is.as much better as life is 
better than death. It is as much 
better as eternity is longer than 
time. Oh, sinner friend, seek your 
pardon tonight from the hands of 
the Son of God! 


God’s offer to justify the seek- 
ing sinner is sufficient to cleanse 
away any sin. Hear God saying, 
“IT have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and, as 
a cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for I have redeemed thee” (Isa. 
44:22). Oh my friend, believe it. 
Cast yourself upon this Man ‘for 
mercy. Sins like scarlet become 
white as snow under the cleans- 
ing power His blood. Turn away, 
turn away from your sins lest 
ye die in them. 


Some years ago in Brooklyn, 
New York, the notorious infidel, 
Bob Ingersol, gave a brilliant ad- 
dress attempting to destroy Chris- 
tianity. When he finished, Evan- 
gelist Sam Jones walked onto the 
platform and said, “I will see what 
I can do in answering Bob.” He 
stood before 7,000 people wear- 
ing his little blue sackcoat, 
said, “Ladies and gentlemen, I 
have got this answer to give to 
Mr. Ingersoll — a few years ago 
I was kicked out of the back end 
of an old saloon, and I lay there 
in the alley reeking in filth, a 
vile wretch, and I lay there in 
the slinre al] night, 

“My family didn’t have any 
home, I didn’t have a decent suit 
of clothes—-I had drunk the clothes 
off my children’s backs, and the 
food out of their mouths, and the 
roof from over their heads. My 
wife, the finest woman that God 
ever gave a man, I had drunk the 
bloom out of her cheek and the 
light of Heaven-out of her eyes, 
and hope out. of her life—I had 
crepe hanging on our door, a poor 
miserable derelict on the face of 
the earth, not a dollar in my pock- 
ets, not a decent suit of clothes. 

“One day I staggered up to 
where a group of people with red 
hat bands were beating tambour- 
ines — I listened and heard them 
Singing the gospel songs, and this 
old staggering drunkard fell on 
his face, and a good woman, whose 
name I did not know, began to 
pray, and something happened to 
Sam Jones, the drunkard. You 
Say it was imagination —- maybe 
so, but here is what that imag- 
ination did to me: It put me on 
my feet-and made me live like 
a man; it took me out of the 
depths of Hell; that thing you 
call imagination got me a brand 
new suit of clothes, bought my 
wife a little home and gave my 
children bread and clothes. 


“What else happened? That 
imagination, as you call it, put 
him in tabernacles to preach the 
unsearchable riches of Jesus 
Christ and thouSands and thou- 
sands of people came to hear him, 
and that imagination gave my 
wife a good home and we have 
tens of thousands of friends. Can 
you tell me with all your agnos- 
ticism, what got into Sam Jones, 
lifted him up and made a man 
out of him?” 


Colonel Ingersoll had the cour- 
age to say: “You came and got 
the “best of me; I do not know 
what it was.” 


And Sam Jones said: “I will 
tell you what it was. Jesus Christ 
came and got hold of my soul and

The crusade for union revival 
campaigns goes on strongly, with 
much labor and prayer, and with 
God’s manifest favor. Scores of the 


Carolina are joining heartily in 
the movement and we are glad 
to report our progress. 

One-Night Services Held by 

Many Evangelists 

In order to acquaint local groups 
of pastors and laymen with evan- 
gelists and with the plans which 
we suggest for union Campaigns 
in the Carolinas, we have had a 
number of evangelists speaking in 
one-night stands over the Caro- 
linas. Dr. Hyman Appelman, Dr. 
Jesse M. Hendley, Dr. Robert J. 
Wells, Evangelist Bill Rice, 
Evangelist Del Fehsenfeld, Evan- 
gelist Covell Keenum, Evangelist 
Jimmy Johnson, and I have all 
given some time, going from town 
to town and city to city, getting 
acquainted with pastors, explain- 
ing the purpose of the crusade, 
answering questions and preaching 
on revival. It has been my privi- 
lege to spend nearly four week's 
time in the Carolinas, working on 
this crusade. I gave my time with- 
out remuneration, but so also did 
the other evangelists, save one. 

It has become apparent that the 
one-night stands cannot pay their 
own expenses. The advance work 
necessary to get pastors to agree 
to a one-night stand, the adver- 
tising necessary to get a crowd, 
the travelling expenses, meals and 
rooms for the evangelists, have 
entailed quite a loss, in most cases. 
Hence, it has. seemed necessary 
to do away with any further one- 
night services by the evangelists. 
Any further enlistment and organ- 
ization will be done by advance 
men on the field, meeting the 
pastors and workers, and not in 
public services by the evangelists, 


Advance Work and Organi- 

zation Now Being Done 

Mr. William F. Mann, former 
aeronautical engineer, who has 
been working with me ag advance 
man and organizer since March, 
1946, is on the field full-time, 
supervising the preliminary en- 
listment and organization work 
for these proposed fifty union 
campaigns. Three Carolina pastors 
are giving part time, helping 
Brother Mann in organization work 
Rev. Raymond Cutchin, former 
sales manager for Sword of the 
Lord Publishers, who has spent 
the last year in Bob Jones College, 
is now on the field full-time for 
the summer, God willing, helping 
in this organizational work. Evan- 
gelist Del Fehsenfeld ‘has done 
some very fine work there, and 
will be back on the field as an 
organizer in these Campaigns as 
goon as a revival campaign in St. 
Louis is completed. Evangelist 
James V. Lamb will also give two 
week’s time or more in_ actual 
organization work, helping to 
enlist pastors, to call groups to- 
gether who want a campaign and 
help them to decide on the evange- 
list, the time, the place, and get 
organized for the great union re- 
vival effort, in some large neutral 
auditorium or tent or 
warehouse etc. 

We all ought to pray for Brother 
Mann and his helpers in this 
organizational work. It must be 
honest work, with the cooperation 
of pastors and Christian leaders 
in every town and city where a 
revival is to be held. The pastors 
themselves must take the lead in 
the revival campaign,’ ang pastors 
and other workers must join in 
the invitation to the evangelist 
they decide to invite. We insist 
that these campaigns must be un- 
jon campaigns, with sponsorship of 
pastors and churches. In many 
cities the cooperation will not be 
one hundred per. cent, but in most 
cases it will be a big majority of 
the churches and pastorg in the 
community who will unite in a 
union revival campaign. Every 
pastor must be talked to personal- 
ly. It should take from two to 
four week’s time by an advance 
man for every union Campaign. 
We earnestly urge interested 
Christians to pray for these ad- 
vance men, that they may have 
wisdom from Heaven. I feel per-

We 
Yound that the one-night stands 
would not pay their own way, and 
So instead of adding to the fund 
for organizing work, the one-night 
stands, except in the case of one 
or two speakers, resulted in a 
financial drain, ang added expense. 
When the revival campaigns 
actually begin, it is expected that 
pastors and workers and evan- 
gelists will agree that. ten per 
cent of the total local budget and 
ten per cent of the total love offer- 
ing for the evangelistic party, will 
be dedicated to the organizing ex- 
penses of the campaigns. But we 
must have many thousands of 
dollars before a single revival cam- 
paign begins. 

President Vernon Patterson of 
the National Laymen’s Evange- 
listic Association, and Mr. William 
F. Mann, representng THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD, bor- 
rowed $1,000 to start this expense 
fund for the Carolina crusade. In 


hundred dollars to help in_ this 
work. Six evangelists helped the 
fund with loans totaling $550, and 
more is to come from the evaa- 
gelists. Then a devoted pastor, a 
friend of mine who loves _ soul 
winning, sent a check for $1,000! 
And so the work goes on. 

But this moment we have about 
used up all the money in the fund. 
We feel sure God will provide it. 
Possibly some of you want to help 
in the preparation for these great 
revival campaigns. Already a 
number of people, in answer to an 
appeal in THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD, have sent in small 
amounts, one $50., besides the 
$1,000 gift mentioned above. We 
feel sure that God will meet our 
need. But we must have several 
thousand dollars or more to keep 
this work going. I have, already 
put im all the money I could, until 
God supplies more for me to give. 
If we come even close to the fifty 
union campaigns, with 25,000 con- 
versions which is our goal, I know 
you who help make this advance 
work possible will feel supremely 
repaid.

CATHOLICS CAN BE WON TO CHRIST! 


By the Editor 


Jesus commanded ug to “preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 
Doesn't “every creature” include 
Catholics? First John 2:2 says, 
“And he is the propitiation for 
our sins; and not.for our’s only, 
but al&So for the sins of the whole 
world.” Doesn't “the whole world” 
include Catholics? It ig in God's 
plan that we should take the gos- 
pel to the Catholics, and that 
Catholics should be saved, just 
like anybody else, 

Thank God that I’ have seen 
many hundreds of Catholics saved 
under my ministry. I do not have 
the exact figures but I suppose 
there were thirty or more Catho- 
licg converted in my recent union 
campaign in San Pedro, California. 
I know that there were four 
Catholic women who claimed the 
Saviour in one daytime service. 
Almost every night some Catholic 
came to trust Christ in the even- 
ing service, and sometimes there 
were @ number of them. In our 
great Chicago-union campaign in 
May of last year, I suppose there 
were a hundred or mrore Catholics 
won to Christ. In one service there 
were about fifteen Catholics 
saved when I preached the “SER- 
MON FROM A CATHOLIC 
BIBLE.” 

Catholics have consciences just 
like other people do. Catholics 
know they must die and meet God. 
And usually Catholics are not 
modernists, however false ideas 
they may have about the Bible 
ang about salvation. It is no 
harder for the Holy’ Spirit to 
convict a Catholic and show him 
the light through the Word of God 
than to show others the same light 
and bring others to the same con- 
viction. We should expect many 
Catholics to be saved. We should 
take them the gospel, win their 
confidences, and prove to them 
by the Word of God how to be 
saved. And fortunately it is often 
easy to approach a Catholic on 
this question if you use a Catholic 
Bible, and if you love the Catholics 
and understang them and prove 
yourself génuinely their friend. 

The mentioned above, the fam- 
ous “SERMON FROM A CATHO- 
LIC BIBLE,” was taken down 
word for word and has now been 
printed in a large pamphlet. Here 
are reproduced actual photographs 
of introductory pages to. the 
Catholic Bible, in which Catholic 
popes urge true Catholics every- 
where to read the Word of God, 
and to find therein the plan of sal- 
vation. There is not a single un- 
king word said about the Catholic 
church, nor about the Catholic 
priests. In the sermon I simply 
announce that we will set out to 
find what the Catholic Bible has 
to say about important subjects 
of great interest to Catholics and 
Protestants alike. And every 
Scripture is read from the new 
Confraternity Catholic translation 
of the New Testament. It is a 
splendid translation. It gives the 
Word of God in modern speech. 
Thig translation of the New Testa- 
ment is being advertised widely 
and spread everywhere with the 
full approval of the Catholic 
church, Good Catholics know that 
it is a good translation, that it is 
approved by Catholic leaders, that 
they have a right to read it and 
listen to it. 

Things Both Catholics and 

Protestants Want to Know! 

All good Catholics acknowledge 
that the Bible is the Word of God. 
They would not trust the King 
James translation or other trans- 
lations used by Protestants, per- 
haps, but they would trust their 
own translation of the Bible. They 
might be timid at first and feel 
that they could not properly 
interpret the Bible..But neverthe-
